Tt was decided that since A,M.T.A, 
mombors aro either Massage Thorapists or Registered Masgago Therapists, no other 
title will be used on our records, It was also decided that beginning January 
1968, members in good standing for at ‘loast threo years, may take a registration 
examination, oral, written and practical to be certified as a Rogistered Massage 
Therapist, For a List of national officers for 1964 see list in back of book, 


Wisconsin Officers remained the same,

Thomas Fink, Public Relationa Chairmen, wrote 4 pamphlet called “Procesdures of 
Public Relations”, which would be a help to both chapter and individuals in - 
proparing releases for newspaper, radio and television. 


Paid up members in the A.M,T.A. stood at over oight hundred, making a gain of 
one hundred and fifty-five ovor 1964, and the financial statis was vory good» 
$25,00 bonds were sont to Moria T, Glowacki, Tllinois, Albert Sprague, Arizona 
and trene Jordan and Joel Millor of California for gaining, collectively filty« 
five new mombors, With the dime issue, in 1965, Ann Bergholz took over full 
editorship of tho Massage Journal, Adding this job to the one of Socretary- 
troasurer made 2 very busy woman out of &nmo, TI wonder when sho slopti A now 
cover for the Massage Journal was designed that fell by Henry Ritter and made 
its first appoaranco on the November issuc, 


Arizona Chapter compiled a letter which was sent to overy member of the logics 
‘ature and members contacted their state representatives concerning tholr mane 
sago bill, In January it was received with no opposition from any of the Cotie 
mittoos in the Senate, It was sponsored by the Health and Welfare Comittee 
and passed the Senate on March 18, with a three fourths majority. It was then 
sent to a “do-nothing" House of Representatives and it was not even road before 
them, so of course it didn't pass, All this work had been done with only a 
small amount of expense, and a great lot of time and off ort on the part of tho 
Stato President, Albort Sprague, A lawyer and tho bill was to be rewintroduced 
in the upscoming legislature, 


On June llth, 12th and 13th, 1965, Stato Convention convened in Fresno, Calif. 
ormia, Officers installed were; Presidont Donald F, Ecker, Vice#president 
Elvin M, Rasmason, Secretary Anna Hoopes, Treasurer Katherine Dunagun, Director 
of Public Relations Ed Hosea, Director of Law and Legislation Adrian Froyling, 
Diroctor of Education Lloyd Allen, Lew Hatch was appointed Editor for ancthor 
yoar, Merit Certificates wore awarded to thirty-fivo members who had attendod 
twonty-four hours of workshop in the Unit and State meotings. There were ono 
hundred and thirteen new mombors during 1965. C.M.T.A. was stressing more cn 
Massage Schools and educati‘n. Units wero to have at least one member to rope 
rosont tho Unit at General State Moetings, More attempts woro made to iron 
out any objections the Physical Therapy officers might have to our massago 
bill, An important ammendment to the by-laws made it unlawful to use or display 
C.M.Tel, matorial in any fashion unloss on the membership rosters 
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A special State mocting was hold in Pomona, September 4th, “he purpose of this 
nocting wes to determine what was to bo done regarding the status of Clara Bore 
dortschor, RMI, San Francisco, who had been convicted of practicing medicine 
without a liconse. Sho had convicted horself by stating that she was "using 
refloxology on the foot’, or booause she spooified the part sho was rofloxing> 
Tt was docided to let the Court Decision stand. A way was devised to raiso 
42000,000 needed by $20,00 donations with an award of four sessions in tho Mas. 
gage School of their choice from those participating. California State General 
meeting was held February 27th and 28th in Fresno with sixty-oight mombers and 
guosts in attendance, Student mombership was created and Certificates wers 
drawn up. Spocial commendations were givon to Adrain Froyling, Jool Miller, 
George Gammon, Don Ecker, Treno Jordan, Low “teh and Anna Hoopes for their une 
tiring work in behalf of the Association, The Bill was heard on April. 13 and 
May 4th, 1965 and was placed in Interm Committee for future study at a later 
date. 


The General State Meeting of October 15th to 16th, mot in Frosno, California 
Plans wont forward for the National Convention that was to be held in Califors 
nia in 1968, There wore several guests present who were mombors of other As« 
sociations, such as N.A.P.T, and C,P.T,A,. and also a lobbyist. The massage 
bill was still active and members were urged to each have friends and pationts 
write letters requesting the passage of the Bill. 


Attorney General, Thomas C, Lynch, in a seven-page document defined the scope 
of massage and the position of the practitioners who aro thus engaged, In this 
papor, recognized at tho soroe as the highest in its circlo, camo a defination 
of massage which was broader than all previous anticipations, as follows: 


“Wagsago » » » moans tho practice of the art of body massage by hand 
using Swedish or Oriental massage movements; normal oxercises, agencios 
of infraered hoat or Light, vibratory or muscle stimulators, external 
paths as used in the practice of massage, reducing, contouring and 
slondorizing, for relaxation, stimulation, hygene and maintenance of 
normal body functions, With this role of the unlicensed massour 1% 
would seem to follow that any modality not prohibited by 2 specific 
statutory provision or local ordinance may bo used by the masseur 50 
long as the modality is roasonably related to the giving of massago 
for tho preservation of hoalth or the induction of relaxation." 


Californians may no longer use the word “Therapy”, however the word "Tochnicien” 
may bo used, therefore the Chapter will hereaftor bo named "California Massago 
Rachnicians Association®, Unit 7 was formed May 13 embracing the area south of 
San Carlos including the Monterey Peninsula, The first moeting was held in San 
Jose, Unit 8 was formod “sy 29, 1965 losated in Long Beach and Orange County. 
Unit 9 was formed in April 1965 and meetings were held on the third Friday of 
the month. Application fees were raised to $20.00 and dues romain at $244.00. 
$10,00 of the application was to be given to the momber who sponsored & NnoW Melie 
per, Tha Code of Bthies wore revised to include the following; 1, Codo of Ethic: 
for mombers, 2. Code of Bthics for Hired Help, 3, Codo of Ethies for place of 
Businoss, Mombors wore urgod to conduct fund raising projects in their citics 
and sgoveral wore in the making, Ovor $500,00 was turned into the Legal Fund 
from a bonefit testimonial dinner, 


Colorado Chapter, although small in size was still carrying on with tho samo 
officors keeping the chapter alivo.

A ¢ar accident had taken the lives of our good friend George Gammon and his lov» 
oly wife, “uth, George served the Association as National Prosident for three 
years and was well known in the stato and national work of tho Organization, Hoe 
was organizer of the State Chapter, The accident cecurted as the Gammons wore 
onrouto to tho California State meoting on February llth in San Jose, Ruth was 
killed instantly and George died on March 3, 1966,
